“Israel is the only country 
that has been able to attract 
U.S. scientists as permanent 
residents. Part of this, of 


course, is due to the fact that 
some American Jews have id- 
entified themselves with Zion- 
ism, but a good deal is also 
due to good working conditions 
in Israel.

BERLIN(P-O) — Top Adenauer 
advisor Hans Globke, accused by 
Adolph Eichmann of increasing 
his powers to eliminate Jews, was 
defended by a Jewish member of 
the West Berlin Senate, Siegmund 
Weltlinger. 

On the other hand, the contro- 
versial Globke was called ‘‘Aden- 
uaer’s evil soul’ by French Re- 
sistance fighter Mme Genevieve 
de Gaulle Anthonioz. 

Both views were obtained in ex- 
clusive interviews with LilNan 
Levy, POST and OPINION Wash- 
ington Bureau Chief, who is tra- 
veling in Europe. 

She was told by West Berlin 
Mayor Willi Brandt that removal 
of Nazis and other men with back- 
grounds like Globke’s is difficult 
because ‘‘they have been accepted 
and, indeed, even praised by lead- 
ing Jews in Germany.”’ 
Although he wrote the Nazis’ 
Nuremberg racial laws, Globke 
was described to Miss Levy by 
Dr. Weltlinger as ‘“‘the most won- 
derful man in the world.” Welt- 
linger said: “In 1941 and 1942, 





I was im Germany working in the 
office where they were administer- 
ing the properties of Jews and 
several Jewish lawyers working in 
the office with me said it was for- 
tunate for the Jews that Globke in- 
terpreted the Nuremberg laws.”’ 

According to Weltlinger, Globke 
“saved thousands of Jews’’ by 
getting the Vatican to intercede 
at a time when Hitler was propos- 
ing that Catholic-Jewish marriages 
be disolved. Pressure from the 
Vatican prevented the move, says 
Weltlinger. 

Miss Levy reports, however, 
that even more reliable people 
than Eichmann have testified to 
Globke’s racist past. For instance, 
there is Mme. Anthonioz, niece of 
French President Charles De- 
Gaulle, war-time resistance fight- 
er and concentration camp inmate, 
and now active in seeking to force 
German restitution to victims of 
Nazi medical ‘“experiments’’. 


She told Miss Levy that Globke 
is an uregenerate Nazi. She charg- 
ed he has successfully opposed 
German reparations to the medi- 
cal atrocities victims. 





Berlin Jewish Senator 
Defends Former Nazi 


In conclusion, Miss Levy reports 
her opinion that ‘“‘Weltlinger’s view 
of Globke appears to be shared 
largely by former Nazis and Nazi 
collaborators, among them a few 
Jews whom the Nazis found use- 
ful to keep alive.’

IRISH AND JEWS BATTLED TO DEADLOCK in last week’s meeting at New York’s Polo Grounds of 
what tne New York Daily News called “‘the soccer version of Abie’s Irish Rose.” A crowd of over 12,- 
000 watched as Petah Tikva of Israel and the Shamrock Rovers of Dublin drew the game at 2-to-2. Wit- 
nesses claimed “‘the smooth, cohesive attack of the Irishmen appeared to be too much for the Israelis.”’ 
But if the team from Israel “lacked in finesse and execution, they more than outfought the Dubliners with 
a harassing defense.” The New York Times said: ‘This was no run-of-the-mill meeting of international 
societies on a picnic day. The teams went at each other with constant vigor. But when the dust had 
cleared, opposing players shook hands and shouted congratulations as though both teams had scored 
great triumphs.” Heroes of the Israel team were Nahim Stelmach, the team’s captain, Boaz Kaufman 
and Jehoshua Glazer. These three wrested a tie from what had started to look like a rout at the hands 
of the Irish,with Stelmach credited with the tying goal. The game was nearly half an hour old, with the 
Irish ahead 2-to-0, when the two Israeli goals came in quick succession. The game was preeeded by 
brief ceremonies participated in by officials of both nations.

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Is Jewish Juvenile Delinquency 
A Result of Jewish Prosperity? 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Does the 
Jewish family’s second- and third- 
generation climb into the comforts 
of the middle and higher classes 
leave behind the traditional Jewish 
family values, discipline — and 
respect for law? 

Youths from comfortable New 
York Jewish homes earlier . this 
month were rounded up by police 
on charges of burglarly and other 
crimes. A few weeks before, in 
Los Angeles, two dozen girls from 
respected Jewish families were 
charged with delinquencies rang- 
ing from outright theft to sexual 
excesses. 

Israel, too, is alarmed by its 
juvenile delinquency problem as 
the new state grows in security 
and prosperity. 


There is a definite link between 
Jewish attainment of middle class 
comforts and subsequent delin- 
quency among those families’ ju- 
veniles, says a_ sociologist. 

There’s no such parallel — if 
anything, traditional Jewish values 
probably get more emphasis in 
the more prosperous families, 
says a prominent rabbi. 

Neither is necessarily true, says 
another sociologist — delinquency 
has not been shown to be related 
to the Jewish family’s economic 
or social status at all. 

Parents Surrender Authority 

POST and OPINION polled the 
three conflicting views. Take your 
pick: 

Sociologist Will Herberg thinks 
there is a definite relaxation of 
authority as the Jewish family 
moves to suburbia, No longer is 
the father the undisputed authori- 
ty, in the old Jewish tradition. 
Authority in the newly prosperous 
Jewish family, says Herberg, is 
either somewhat ineffectually di- 
vided between father and mother, 
or totally non-existent. 

Since ‘‘it’s pretty well estab- 
lished that juvenile delinquency is 
linked to the dissolution of author- 
ity,””’ Herberg maintains that it 
follows that the crumbling of au- 
thority in the more prosperous 
‘ Jewish families is a direct con- 
tribution to rising juvenile delin- 
quency among those families. 
_ Hits Suburban Moral Values 

Jewish families moving to sub- 
urbia absorb its moral values — 
or lack of them, Herberg thinks. 
“Arrival” at suburban status 
blunts traditional Jewish drives to 
“‘succeed’’, Herberg believes. Noth- 
ing replaces those drives, general- 
ly, and the ensuing ‘‘vacuum”’ 
leads to ‘‘neuroses’’ — and juve- 
nile delinquency. 

Rabbi Israel Mowshowitz is head 
of the congregation to which many 
of the New York youngsters re- 
cently in trouble belonged. His re- 
tort to suggestions that immoral- 
ity rises with the Jewish family’s 
prosperity is: ‘‘How, then, do you 
explain manifestations such as 
Murder, Inc., in Brownsville?” 

Rabbi Mowshowitz, deeply dis- 
tressed as he is about the accu- 
sations of waywardness among 
young members of his flock, in- 
sists: ‘“‘These are human trage- 
dies which must be considered in- 
dividually. I humbly acknowledge 


that I have no theories about gen- 
eral causes.” 


Praises Suburban Values 

Still, Rabbi Mowshowitz refuses 
to believe that traditional Jewish 
moral values are any less strong 
in the air-and-open-spaces neigh- 
borhoods than among lower class 
|families. ‘“‘Perhaps there is more 
adherence to traditional values in 
the more prosperous values neigh- 
borhoods, and more escape from 
them into immorality in neighbor- 
hoods such as the old Lower East 
Side.’’ 

Then, too, Rabbi Mowshowitz 
points out of the ‘‘better’’ Jewish 
neighborhoods: ‘‘Remember, it is 
among youth of these areas that 
the greatest number of merit schol- 


— and that is something to con- 
sider, too!”’ 

Finally, sociologist Marshal 
'Sklare, research director of the 
|American Jewish Committee, in- 
lsists: “‘You can’t generalize from 
a handfull of cases.’”’ For one 
thing, there could actually be 
more delinquency among more 





arships, proportionately, are won| 


prosperous families than recent 
arrests indicate, ‘‘Middle class 
kids get more parental protec- 
tion,’’ which could effectively keep 
their children’s name off police 
blotters regardless of misconduct, 
while lower class children would 
be more prone to outright police 
involvement. 
Authority Invites Rebellion 

As for any comparison of the 
authority of the traditional Jewish 
family with its relaxation in later 
generations, Sklare says: ‘Sure, 
there was more authority in the 
old families — but there was more 
rebellion against it, too. So, while 
there may be less familial author- 
ity today, there is also less rebel- 
lion.”” 

All that recent reports of Jewish 
juvenile misconduct really show, 
Sklare thinks, is: ‘‘It demonstrates 
there is delinquency in the Jewish 
community, although the Jewish 
community would like to think 
there isn’t. But it does not dem- 
onstrate that there is any contrast 
in delinquency rates of first versus 
later generations — or suburban 
versus central city families.” 





Tourist Guide 


NEW YORK (P-0) — Vacation- 
ers fo New York State are alerted 
to Jewish points of interest by 
the co-author of ‘“‘A Jewish Tour-- 
ist’s Guide to the United States.” 

Bernard Postal is the writer. He 
is Information Director of the Na- 
tional Jewish Welfare Board, and 
also co-author of the forthcoming 
“A Jewish Tourist’s Guide to 
Europe’. He demonstrates his 
approach in the current issue of 
The National Jewish Monthly, pub- 
lication of B’nai B’rith. 

“Jewish history in New York 
State (outside New York City),” 
says Postal, “began soon after the 
Jews reached New Amsterdam in 
1654.”’ However, although indivi- 
dual Jews lived in many up-state 
towns and cities from those 
earliest days on, the first Jewis 
communities north of New York 
City date from the 1830s and 1840s. 

Still, Postal reports, no matter 
what route the traveler takes north- 
ward from New York City, “the 
will run into notable landmarks 
of the Jewish past or meet up 
with the colorful Jewish present.”’

WASHINGTON (P-O) — A State 
Department document just re- 
leased here raises again the fan- 
tastic question: ‘‘Was Franklin Del- 
ano Roosevelt anti-Semitic?” 

The document dates from 1942, 
but wasn’t released until last 
month (and still hasn’t found its 
|way to even the New York Public 
|Library). It is a memorandum 
| written by Samuel H. Cross, FDR’s 
|Russian interpreter, after a din- 
ner meeting betwen the Presi- 
dent, Harry Hopkins and the 
| USSR’s Vyacheslav Molotov May 
29, 1942. 


“Mr. Hopkins remarked,’ Cross 
wrote, “...the American Commu- 
nist Party’s composition of large- 
ly disgruntled, frustrated, ineffec- 
/tual, and vociferous people — in- 
|cluding a comparatively high pro- 
portion of distinctly unsympathet- 
ic Jews — misled the average 
American as to the aspect and 
character of the Communists in the 
Soviet Union itself. 

“On this, the President com- 
mented that he was far from anti- 
'Semitic, as everyone knew, but 
ithere was a good deal in this 
|point of view.”’ In response, Molo- 
tov is reported to have ‘‘readily 
recognized the difference between 
‘Jews’ and ‘Kikes’...’’ 

In 1954, in his ‘“‘Child of the Cen- 
tury’’, Ben Hecht said: ‘‘...I1 found 
out that Roosevelt, who was a 
knight against the enemies of the 
Jews, did not like Jews...Out of 
his great humanitarian face there 
came never more than a sneer for 
|them.”’

“I would be quite shocked to 
hear of any remark of anti-Semi- 
tic nature from FDR. He was quite 
friendly to the Jewish people. 

“TI frankly don’t make any sense 
out of the colloquy with Moltov. 
Frankly, I don’t think what Hop- 
kins said of the composition of the 
Communist Party was true — al- 
though it is an unfortunate fact 
that Jews have been convicted of 
Communist Party membership and 
/even of being spies. 

“As for any anti-Semitic inci- 
dents Ben Hech attributes to Roos- 
evelt — I’m sure they never hap- 
pened”’

NEW YORK (P-0) — Adolf 
Eichmann could well be chuck- 
ling up his sleeve at Hungarian 
Jews, still embroiled years after 
the German holocaust in seeking 
restitution. 

Hungarian Jews who suffered 
under Hitler but did not leave 
Hungary until 1953 or later are 
said by the West German govern- 
ment to be ineligible for restitu- 
tion for their losses and suffer- 
ing.

Dr. Goldman’s response last 
week was that “there are good

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JERUSALEM (P-O) — No brass 
pands meet the newcomer to Is- 
rael, the beginning of surprised 
disappointment for many Ameri- 
ean would-be immigrants, report- 
ed the New York Herald-Tribune 
jn a series of articles on Ameri- 
eans in Israel. 


The 10,000 Americans account for 
only about one-half of one-percent 
of the population of Israel, says 
the Herald-Tribune’s Alvin Rosen- 
feld. But the “Ha Amerikayim”, 
as they’re called by their Israeli 
neighbors, are more than making 
their mark, he concludes. Still, the 
adjustment to the new homeland is 
not without difficulty — and 40 
per cent give up within the first 
three years. 

Americans settle in Israel for a 
variety of reasons, Rosenfeld 
found. ‘‘Some are dyed-in-the-wool 
Zionists who grew up in the Zion- 
ist movement. They believe that 
Jewish nationhood is the proper 
solution to the Jewish problem and 
that Zionism is not simply theory 
and words, but something that re- 
quires a personal commitment.” 

Others ‘‘combine Zionism with 
religion. They believe they can 
lead a fuller Jewish religious life 
in the land of their forefathers.”’ 
Rosenfeld quotes a former New 
Yorker who said, ‘‘The Jewish re- 
ligion was made for worship and 
life in this country.’’ 

Still other Israelis from Amer- 
ica have no Zionist or religious 
background but “think of them- 
selves as Jewish in a cultural or 
folk sense...They seem. to get some 
kind of mystical satisfaction out 
of living in a new vibrant state in 
the land of the Bible.” 

Not all Americans in Israel are 
Jews, Rosenfeld found. ‘‘There is 
a small group of American funda- 
mentalist Christians here who look 
upon Israel as a fulfillment of Bib- 
lical prophecy. Other American 
Gentiles who have 


settled here 


restlessness, idealism and adven- 
ture.” 


About one-quarter of the Amer- 
icans in Israel settle on farms, col- 
lective and otherwise, says Rosen- 
feld. Here, some run into conflict 
with the ideology of the kibbutzim, 
with their emphasis on collective 
living. Rosenfeld reports that some 
young American kibbutniks inno- 
vated a reversal of the usual kib- 
butz handling of young children: 
instead of visiting with their par- 
ents in the daytime and spending 
the night in the ‘Children’s 
House’’, the American children 
now sleep at home and spend their 
days at the central point. 

Americans also established a co- 
operative village of tillers of in- 
dividual farm plots, Rosenfeld re- 
ported. While independent on their 
own farms, these Israelis from 
America found themselves work- 
ing nearly around the clock, at 
first. 

The non - farming Americans 
have brought uniquely American 
institutions with them to Israel, 
Rosenfeld reported. Israel’s first 
supermarket caused a riot, liter- 
ally, among Tel Aviv’s small shop- 
keepers when opened by a new- 
comer from Detroit. A 100 per cent- 
American cooperative village pio- 
neered Israeli frozen turkeys. 
American news photographers 
took over a rusting press in Tel 
Aviv and built around it a suc- 
cessful printing plant. Israel’s first 
and only institute of applied prob- 
ing into the ways and ideas of the 
people was founded by an Ameri- 
can sociologist. 

The journey to Israel ends for 
many Americans in New York 
City, reported Rosenfeld’s  col- 
league, John G. Rogers from that 
city. There, the immigration office 
of the American section of the 
Jewish Agency for Israel screens 
would-be immigrants. 

Despite Israel’s forceful  en- 


ers found, ‘“‘there are some cases 
in which it is not advisable,’ and 
these are ‘“‘discouraged and gently 
turned away” at the New York 
office. 

Jobs can generally be found 
even before sailing for engineers, 
social workers, nurses or English 
teachers (who are proficient in He- 
brew), Rogers indicated. “But in 
other categories — the law and 
general medical practice, for ex- 
ample — a newly arrived Ameri- 
can probably couldn’t make a liv- 
ing in Israel. Those professions 
are already saturated.”’ 

The largest group of Americans 
who went to Israel to settle last 
year, Rogers’ reported, were 
“young people in a program which 
granted them a free get-acquaint- 
ed period in Israel before decid- 
ing on a career there.’’ The next 
largest group was ‘‘old folks who 
wished to spend their years of re- 
tirement in Israel.’’ Next were pro- 
fessionals and skilled workers, and 
then came those intending to set- 
tle on kibbutzim. 


Still, well as they and Israel 
may plan in advance, nearly half 
the Americans give up the attempt, 
Rosenfeld reported. Why? ‘‘Some 
came starry-eyed,”’ Rosenfeld said, 
“believing Israel to be a land of 
heroes and perfection.’’ He quotes 
an observer who said, “‘They swal- 
low the novel, ‘Exodus’, whole, and 
and think everyone here dances 
the Hora constantly and _ goes 
around making courageous pos- 
tures. They can’t accept the fact 
that Israel is a normal country, 
like other countries, with ordinary 
people.”’ 

Rosenfeld reported that some 
think housing is the single big- 
gest obstacle to Americans suc- 
cessfully making new homes in Is- 
rael. “‘The average American fam- 
ily spends from $5,000 to $10,000 to 
ship its household goods here. They

Sara Kasdan of Louisville, Ky., 
author of the rather widely herald- 
ed humorous cookbook “Love and 
Knishes’’, has just come out with 
another offering, ‘So It Was Just 
a Simple Wedding’’, published by 
Vanguard Press of N.Y. and listed 
as a novel.

Helen mood, the s ub- 
ject matter is really rather grim, 
if you count all the heartache and 
indecision that go into judging how 
much one must concede of one’s 
original plans for a simple wed- 
ding in order to keep up with the 
Jones and save face with ones as- 
sociates The grim decisions 
from selecting an acceptable (and, 
oh, how expensive) pattern of chi- 
na and silver to be listed in the 
bride’s name at the department 
store, to knocking oneself out try- 
ing to outdo the future in-laws in 
elaborate pre-nuptial parties and in 
expensive gifts to the bride at 
her showers (the parents of the 
bride are expected to produce the 
finest gift in the room at each 
such occasion, to the final grand 
gesture of the all-out wedding be- 
cause what will people say. 

And Sara Kasdan’s heroine, the 
mother of the bride, in yielding 
all along the way from invitations 
to photographer in order to do 
things ‘right,’ may have been clev- 
er and gay and even lovable but 
she fails to evoke ou radmiration. 
(There was one exception to her 
almost total surrender—when the 
bride refuses to budge from the 
simple, delicate pattern, devoid of 
gold trim for her china selection, 
a pattern that one of the future

I can’t help contrasting Mrs. Kas- 
dan’s tale with another book I’m 
in the midst of reading — Moshe 
Grossman’s “In the Enchanted 
Land” (My Seven Years in Soviet 
Russia), which included the years 
of Hitler’s invasion of that country. 

Here, through Mr. Grossman’s 
eyes (he now lives in Israel) we 
see a really grim picture of hu- 
man beings, particularly his fel- 
low Jews and himself, subsisting 
month after month, in dank, medi- 
eval, crowded prisons and work 
camps and on the road as refu- 
gees, on starvation diets, day af- 
ter day a bit of dry bread and 
watery soup, and many times not 
even that. 

To turn from one book, as I 
have, to the other with its setting 
of pre-nupiual goings-on in middle- 
class America, its cleverly deco- 
rated buffet tables piled from one 
end to the other with the finest 
of food, is rather a shock. And 
yet in its own way, as I have 
said, it is almost as grim an out- 
line — as Mrs. Kasdan’s heroine 
reminisces of the years of receiv- 
ing shower invitations even from 
casual acquaintances and that 
whether one plans to be out of 
town that day or even on one’s 
death bed — a gift to that shower 
better be forthcoming. Or the 
heroine loading the 17 silver trays 
(sent as wedding gifts to daughter) 
into the car to return to the de- 
partment store, only to find that 
though they were enclosed in the 
proper boxes they were not pur- 
chased there. So back into the 
car with them. Did they come from 
the silver wholeseale house — yes, 
she finds, and the people will be 
glad to exchange them — for oth- 
er silver items. So, defeated, back 
home again with the 17 trays to 
store them away as future wedding 
gifts for other brides. 

And even a bit grim, in its own 
way is the picture of our heroine 
trying to diet down to a smaller 
size, in order to look nice for the 
wedding, in the midst, naturally, 
of all that food at luncheon after 
luncheon.

NEW YORK (P-O) — The at- 
titude of Germans today toward 
their remaining Jewish neighbors 
is better than at any time since 
World War II — ‘healthier, but 
not yet healthy by a long shot.’ 

That’s the equivocal finding of 
columnist - author Harry Golden 
in a lengthy, five-part report from 
Germany published in the New 
York Post.

because they were Jews.’’ | 


Interestingly, Golden found that | 
6,000 Jews in Germany were re-| 
turnees from Israel — who had} 
found life on a pension in Germany 
easier than it was in the new 
state of Israel. 

But pensions aside, life for Jews 
in Germany is not easy, according 
to Golden. Most tend to isolate 
themselves from their German 
neighbors to avoid embarrassment 
on both sides over past roles each 
had possibly played under Hitler. 

Golden found the Jew of Ger- 
many to be ‘‘a dwindling remnant 
of the 600,000 who were once a 
vital force in the nation. They are 
reviled by a few, fiercely protected 
by some, ignored by most.” 

There are only seven rabbis in 
all of est Germany, Golden 
learned. There is none in Berlin,

shortage of labor to fill available 
jobs. Says Golden: 

“It has always been accepted 
as dogma among the Jews every- 
where that anti-Semitism is trig- 
gered by hard times — mass un-

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Selected Group of Jewish Leaders 
Guide Rabbi Through Russian Tour 


This is the fourth and last in a 
series of eight articles on Jewish 
Life in Soviet Russia based on 
report by Rabbi Stuart E. Ro- 
senberg of Beth Tzedec Syna- 
gogue, Toronto, Canada. Dr. Ro- 
senberg’s report first appeared 
in the Toronto Daily Star and 
is published here by special ar- 
rangement with The Star and the 
Canadian JewiSh Congress.) 

NEW YORK (P-0) — A Rabbi's 
tour of Russia today is carefully 
supervised by Jews who have been 
handpicked by Soviet authorities 
to show the visitor only what is 
considered ‘‘safe’’ from the stand- 
point of Soviet propaganda and to 
tell him only what the Russian 
bosses want him to hear. 

This is the picture of 1961 Rus- 
sian Tourism drawn by Rabbi Ro- 
senberg who says he was stunned 
by the tirade unloosed on him by 
a fellow Jew when he expressed 
doubts about the ‘‘pleasant living 
conditions’ enjoyed by Soviet 
Jews as pictured by spokesmen 
of the Kremlin regime. 

“If I had any doubts,” writes 
Rabbi Rosenberg, ‘‘about the po- 
litical functions of these lay (and 
hand-picked) religious heads of 
Jewish communities in Russia, 
they were quickly dissipated by 
one of their kind who in response 
to my protestations over his an- 
noying conduct, took me off to a 
private rom, locked the door and 
then preceeded to lecture me, 

‘Why should we even think 





of giving you free access to Jews 
here?’ he demanded. ‘We remem- 
ber well what happened in 1956 
when a delegation of American 
Rabbis came to Moscow, Kiev 
and Leningrad. We embraced them 
when they first came, for it was 
our first contact with Western 
Jewry since the days of the rev- 
olution. 

‘We offered them the use of 
our pulpits to tell us about Jewish 
life and particularly to bring us 
warm words of love and affection 
from our- brethren around the 
world. But what did they do when 
they returned to America? They 
maligned Russia. They told lies 
in the American capitalist press 
about the conditions of Jews here. 

**They said that we were per- 
secuted as Jews. What an abom- 
inable falsehood. Have you seen 
Jews persecuted in Russia? This 
you cannot see here. Perhaps in 
the West where men exploit fel- 
low men, where Jews and Negroes 
and other minorities are the vic- 
tims of gross injustice — perhaps 
there, among your imperialists, 
you will find Jewish persecution. 

“Do you think that it is good 
for the Jews in Russia to have 
American Rabbis tell such lies? 
Why, then, shall I give leave to 
speak to our people? Will you not 
surely do the same?’ 

“Time and again during the 
course of his tirade he pounded 
the table, pointing his finger at 
me, creating the impression that

I had come with nothing more in 
mind than to tell ‘lies’ about Rus- 
sian Jewry when I returned, 


** ‘America,’ he continued, ‘has 
purchased the souls of its Rabbis 
with capitalist gold, Why don’t 
you go back home and tell the 
truth? Here no one is unemployed; 
in your country we know that peo- 
ple are starving. Here the whole 
country works for peace; in your 
country they are preparing for 
wa. Don’t bother so much about 





the situation of the Jews in the 
Soviet Union. Nowhere else on 
earth, and in no other period of 
history, have Jews been so well 
treated and so humanely accepted 
as in the glorious Soviet Union.’ ”’ 


When Rabbi Rosenberg asked 
the “‘leader’’ why so many Jews 
in Russia were desirous of leav- 
ing the Soviet Union to go to Is- 
rael, his “‘lecturer’’ denounced the 
question as ridiculous and said 
the Soviet Jews had no desire 
whatever to go to Israel. 


*‘What else is Israel,’”’ demand- 
ed the “lecturer”, “but a puppet 
of the capitalist states, doing the 
bidding of the United States and 
Britain. What is the function of 
Israel but to serve as a Western 
base for military operations in the 
Middle East? Zionism is supported 





by Wesstern capitalists for their 
own filthy reasons.” 

Writes Rabbi Rosenperg: “The 
existence of such hand-picked Jew- 
ish leaders who act as the spokes- 
men of their religious community, 
is in itself eloquent testimony to 
the captive state of Jews within 
the Soviet Union. 

“Historically, the Jewish com- 
munity has not been known to be 
docile as regards its own spokes- 
men; as a community, healthy dis- 
sent and inner self criticism have 
marked their long and checkered 
career. The spiritual stagnation 
which such purchased leadership 
reflects can ultimately be more 
harmful to the religious and cul- 
tural condition of Russian Jews 
than any overt or physical per- 
secution.”

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Israeli Kibbutzim Enjoy Joys of Espresso Houses

TEL AVIV (WNS) — The urban 
sounds of an espresso machine and 
the clatter of Turkish-coffee cups 
have percolated all the way up to 
the sunburned kibbutz farmer in 
Israel’s far off Upper Galilee. 

Now, he too, can sip exotic 
eoffee in surroundings similar to 
the best haunts of Tel Aviv’s cafe- 
lined Dizengoff Street. 

Like many other co-operative 
settlements, his kibbutz, Kfar 
Blum, has picked a room in its 
new Cultural Center; filled it with 
wrought-iron chairs, formica ta- 
bles and circular sofa benches; 
installed a French espresso ma- 
chine, and, on a rotating sys- 
tem, supplied a kibbutz counter- 
man whose job is to fill the orders 
and keep the wheezing machine 
in good repair. 

Brewed to the right mixture of 
steam and coffee, the cup of 
espresso has provided the kibbutz- 
nik with the initial stimulant to 
flock to this new cafe. But not 
only has it satisfied his coffee- 
bean taste buds, it has also furn- 
ished this hard working farmer 
with an additional recreational out- 
let for his evening leisure-time 
activity. 





A member of the settlement can 
now enter a pleasantly lit room 
and locate a group of people who, 
armed with coffee cups, are dis- 
cussing national and international 
events. If he prefers, however, to 
do his own research and catch up 
on the latest news, he need only 
sit himself down in an easy chair 
in the cafe’s up-to-date newspap- 
er and magazine section. There 
he can read one of Israel’s many 
dailies and journals, or a recent 
copy of the New York Times Mag- 
azine, The Jewish Frontier, Paris- 
Match and the Manchester Guard- 
ian. 

In the kibbutz, as in any small 
town, there is no such thing as 
anonymity. Certainly the age-old 
maxim: ‘‘People are interested in 
people,’”’ fits a small village such 
as Kfar Blum where one is on 
intimate terms with one’s neigh- 
bors. And so, eavesdropping in 
one corner of the cafe, the farm- 
er can easily record the latest 
news from around the town. 

At a table to the left of a tractor 
driver who is relating to his fellow 
worker his difficulty in starting 
his tractor in the morning, our 
kibbutznik notices that a_ tourist 
has cornered the settlement’s land- 





scape expert and is asking: ‘‘Could 
you please tell me the curriculum 
of your eleventh-grade high school 
class?’’ While teaching is not this 
gardner’s present occupation, 
as a kibbutz member he is famil- 
iar wit hthe educational program 
and begins to try and explain it. 
Dominos and chess are very 
popular pastimes in Kfar Blum 
and the founders of this cafe 
were wise to set up small tables 
where chess fans can battle for 
pawns and rooks. Here also, as in 
any competitive table-game situa- 
tion, there is the usual kibbitzer. 
wanders over to a table and offers 
choice pointers — much to the 
annoyance of the participants, who 
give him the Israeli equivalent of 
the fish-eye and continue playing. 
But even while these settlers 
are today enjoying their newly- 
established coffee house, they 
ean still recall how for many 
years recreational space in this 
sixteen - year - old pioneering ru- 
ral community was at a minimum. 
In those days, the dining room 
served as the regular eating place 
as wel las the local cinema, thea- 
tre, concert house, the General 
Meeting Hall, and the various 
committees’ headquarters. 








Moreoever, during the first years 
of the kibbutz, these farmers, seek- 
ing social relaxation after a hard 
day’s work in the fields, created 
one of their most important insti- 
tutions — the kaffeklatsch, or to 
use the kibbutz term, kumsitz 
meaning come and sit. Smal] 
groups of people would get togeth- 
er in member’s private rooms to 
brew some coffee or tea, listen to 
records, or just carry on conversa- 
tios. But the limited space of one’s 
room could not hold a large 
gathering. 

To meet their member’s recrea- 
tional needs, every kibbutz hoped 
to erect a large community cen- 
ter where they could set up a li- 
brary, auditorium, lounges, and 
committee, game and music room. 
As the settlement developed its 
economy, this ambition was ful- 
filled and in 1954 Kfar Blum built 
its Cultural Center. However, it 
wasn’t until last year that the 
kibbutz set up the now expanded, 
comfortably-furnished kaffeklatsch 
which is o pen four nights a 
week and closed on Friday eve- 
ning, the night of the General 
Meeting and the movie night. In 
addition, on one evening during 
the week, the cafe is turned over 


—_— 


to - Nachal group, the agricul. 
tural army unit training at 
Blum, _ 

Since its opening the cafe has 
indeed been a boon to the social 
intercourse of the community. Peg. 
ple simply enjoy coming togeth- 
er to drink a good cup of coffee 
in a relaxing atmosphere, 

The new lounge has bruught an 
additional advantage to some jp. 
dividuals. According to several 
members of Kfar Blum, there 
were those who didn’t have an ace 
tive social life on the settlement, 
But it is now the concensus that 
the coffee house has given them 
an opportunity to mingle with 
people and thus initiate a new 
lease for social activity. 

Unlike mre doctrinaire kip. 
butzim, there were few in Kfar 
Blum who felt that the new insti. 
tution would harm the principle 
of collective living. On the con. 
trary, people felt that it was also 
a part of kibbutz ideology to en. 
hance the recreational life of its 
members. As one Kfar Blum resi. 
dent put it: “Even the most con. 
servative of our people were for 
it.” ‘After all, he added “‘at the 
end of the day, they, too, want to

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Unknown Israeli Writer Blooms to Success 


By ANITA ENGLE 


A Seven Art Feature 
My friend Moy Ben-Gavriel rep- 
resents the sort of success story 
it is a pleasure to hear about. It 
should happen to all of us. 


When I first came to Jerusa- 
lem, way back in 1936, one of the 
landmarks of the city was a thin, 
dapper man with a_ wizened, 
gnome-like face, who always wore 





a black beret and led (or was led | 


by) an enormous grey boxer. This 
was Ben-Gavriel. A struggling Bo- 
hemian, and he and his hearty, 
handsome wife Miriam were liv- 
ing in picturesque austerity not 
far from the Old City walls and 
managing on next to nothing, like 
all freelance journalists in Jeru- 





salem in those days. 
Fifteen years later I returned to 





Jerusalem to find Ben-Gavriel not 
an ounce fatter nor a wrinkle old- 
er. But in the meantime he had 
become Israel’s most prolific writ- 
er, and the only one with an in- 
ternational status. Every time I 
run into him (it is usually at the 
Main Post Office, sending off a 
sheaf of dispatches to Europe); he 
has some fresh success to report, 
and always. with the excitement of 
his own powers, 


The latest news is that one of 
his books is to be made into a 
film by Kurt Hollman, the biggest 
producer in Germany, whose 
‘Wonder Children’ recently re- 
ceived rewards simultaneously in 
America, Moscow and West Ger- 
many. 


The book, ‘‘The House in Carp 


‘Street’ (Haus in der Karpfen- 


gasse) is set in Szechia and deals 
with the fate of seven families, 
Czech, German and Jewish, in one 
house after the Nazi occupation 
in ’38. It was published in Berlin 
| in 1958, and was a flop. But Hoff- 
| man, an old anti-Nazi, read the 
|book and was impressed with it. 
Last month, after the swastika 
|daubings in Germany, he took out 
|an option on it. The script is now 
being prepared, and Hoffmann is 
choosing actors from among the 
|leading stars in Germany. He says 
|he hopes to make one of the big- 
| gest anti-Nazi films out of it. 


‘House in Carp Street’? was Ben- 
Gavriel’s first book with a Eur- 
| opean background. He wrote it dur- 
ing his worst period, during ’39- 
|°42 when he had lost contact with 
jhis Swiss and German papers.

He didn’t earn a penny for four 
years, except from 26 radio plays 
which he dashed off for the Pal- 
estine Broadcasting Corporation 
for $9 each. 

These were the first radio 
plays he ever wrote. His radio 
plays are now netting him from 
2,000 - 3,000 marks — 100 times 
the original amount. The demand 
for his work is so great, if he 
worked 36 hours in the day — in- 
stead of the 18 which he claims 
now — he still couldn’t fill it. He 
represents 6 German and 2 news- 
papers, two radio stations, and is 
a regular contributor to nearly all 
the radio stations in Germany, 
including the American station in 


|Berlin which brought his first big 


radio play, During a recent visit 
to Europe, a newspaper carried 
a cartoon, showing two editors in 
conference, one of them saying: 
“Have you a newspaper corres- 
pondent in Israel who isn’t Ben- 
Gavriel?”’ 


Ben-Gavriel’s big break came in 
’48 when he got a letter from a 
former “girl friend’? in Munich 
telling him that a big American 
paper, ‘‘Neue Zeitung’’ was look- 
ing for an Israel correspondent. 
He sent them an article. This be- 
gan a partnership -which lasted 
until the paper closed down, five 
years later. 


“T never earned so much and 
had such a good time,’’ he recalls 
with relish. He was their political 
commentator on Middle East ques- 
tions, and they printed his accu- 
mulation of short stories, for even 
in his lowest moments, his writ- 





ing capacity was enormous. Hig 
name became known in Gen 
many, and his first post-war book 
‘‘Mahashavi,” the story of an Ig. 
raeli good soldier Schweik, became 
a best-seller there. It was the 
first Israeli book to be published 
in Germany. 

The book is different from any. 
thing that has been written about 
Israel so far. It is like its author, 
sophisticated to the point of sim. 
plicity, and without a trace of he. 
roics or propaganda about it. Hare 
ry Golden came across ‘“‘Mahasha- 
vi.” The book’s salty, masculine 
humor appealed to him, and he 
wrote the introduction to the 
American edition which wag 
brought out by Citadel Press a 
couple of months ago. 

Although everything . Ben-Gay- 
riel writes has the freshness of 
new discovery, he has been on 
the Israel scene since 1917, when 
he commanded a detachment of 
Austrian soldiers stationed at 
Turkish H.Q. in Jerusalem, His 
career with the Austrian army 
ended when he was expelled from 
Palestine with the discovery of a 
Jewish spy ring operating against 
the Turks. This is the episode I 
deal with in my book “The Nili 
Spies.” Since that time Ben-Gav- 
riel has fought in three other ar- 
mies, including the Israel army 
during the War of Liberation, 
when he was wounded at Latrun, 
during the battle for Jerusalem. 

“What were you doing at Lat- 
run?” I once asked him. ‘“‘I don’t 
know,”’ he replied. ‘“‘It was a mis- 
take. I get wounded in every 
war.”

incidence of lung cancer. Israeli 
lung afflictions are 11 per 100,000.

GREENFIELD PARK, N. Y. 
(P-O) — Sharp criticism of Con- 
servatives came out of the Or- 
thodox National Council of Young 
Israel meeting here. é 

The Conservatives were rappe@ 
for their becoming involved with 
Kashruth supervision. 

The charges were made by new- 
ly elected Young Israel president 
Rabbi David Hill. He reasoned 
that since the philosophy of the 
Conservative movement doesn’t 
bind one to Kashruth observance, 
the Conservatives shouldn’t pe r- 
mit themselves to become in- 
volved. 

In his address before the Or- 
thodox Council’s 49th annual con- 
vention, Hill said it is ‘‘shame- 
ful” that the Conservatives use 
Orthodox - trained men, who 
join their ranks for other than 
ideological reasons, to present a 
facade or Orthodoxy before state 
commissioners of Kashruth. Most 
state laws governing Kashruth re- 
quire that Kashruth supervisors 
be Orthodox. . 

As first signs of ‘‘breakdown’’ 
of Kashruth supervision brought 
on by the Conservatives, Rabbi 
Hill pointed to their offering su- 
pervision to caterers who serve 
both Kosher and non-Kosher ban- 
quets for Jewish celebrations.

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OUR JUVENILE DELINCUENTS 


The shocking evidences of the rise in Jewish delin- 
quency, (see the news article in this issue of The Post 
and Opinion) finds experts divided over the causes. 

For a novice like ourself, the best thing to do seems 
to duck the issue altogether. 

Yet there is no single problem that can jar the Jewish 
community to its senses in the way that evildoing of our 
youth can. 

For.one thing, we can be sure that there will be more 
glaring exposures of Jewish juvenile delinquencies before 
there will be an improvement. 

It is one thing to see our Jewish college youth desert 
Jewish values. It is something else to see our Jewish 
teen agers apprehended for thievery, violence and sexual 
immorality. 

Yet both may stem from the same cause. 

If we have to hazard a reason which the expert in 
the news sotry did not enunciate, that is that whereas 
at one time Jewish values were stronger than the environ- 
ment, today the Jewish values not only have succumbed 
to the onslaught of an environment which breeds immoral- 
ity, but these Jewish values don’t even exist. 

One other observation. 

This Jewish juvenile delinquency, just as the rejection 
of Judaism by our ccllege youth, must be met headon. 
It should not be glossed over, as our Hillel Foundations 
seem to be doing in the matter of the alienation of 
our college students, but should be brought into the open. 

This is the way to correction. This is the way that 
our adult Jewish community will be made to face the issue. 

The other way will find our adult values slowly eaten 
away, and when we finally realize how desprate we are, 
we may no longer have the strength to do anything about it. 


ROOVSEVELT’S ANTI-SEMITISM 


The alert Post and Opinion reporter who sought to set 
the record straight (see news story in this issue) about 
rumors of Franklin Delano Roosevelt’s so-called anti-Semi- 
tism, has done the Jewish community a good deed. 

It is easy enough in retrospect to criticize. This is 
called hind-sight. 

, Some criticism of Roosevelt is warranted. He was no 
God. Neither, however, was he an anti-Semite. 

He did not do enough to avert the holocaust that 
consumed the lives of 6 million Jews. 

But for that matter no one did. We Jews who lived 
through that period were also prone to explain away to 
some degree what the Nazis were doing, and we also 
believed that the figure of millions of Jews done to death 
was an exaggeration. 

There is a rabbi holding a leading New York pulpit 
today who when the late Rabbi Stephen S. Wise talked in 
terms of one million Jews murdered by the Nazis poo 
poohed this figure in the press as a wild exaggeration. 

The difference between the average Jew and Roosevelt 
or for that matter the Pope, who might have done more, 
is that these were the leaders on whom the weight of 
world events and the responsibility for them rested more 
heavily. 


MORE ON FREEDOM RABBIS 


Our editorial on the Freedom Riding Rabbis was writ- 
ten before we had a chance to read our own report of 
those Southern rabbis who braved censure to show their 
solidarity with their colleagues. 

We normally write our editorials on Sunday. When an 


exciting late news report comes in on Monday, we may 
still manage to comment on it, but not usually. 

In this case of the Freedom Riding Rabbis, the best 
that can be said for that editorial suggesting that rabbis 
in the South were derelict if as a token they did not go to 
meet the five Reform Rabbis who joined the Freedom 
Riding movement, is that it only shows that when put to 
the test our Southern rabbis will respond. 

So this week, we salute those rabbis in the southern 
cities who made it a point to show their respect for the 
Freedom Rabbis — a better name than Freedom Riding 
Rabbis — and added the weight of their protest to the 
anchronistic Southern mores which bans Negroes to second- 
class citizenry.

the EDITOR’S CHAIR... 
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IT IS WELL to read Will Herberg’s apprais- 
al of the security of the U. S. Jew, and it is 
reassuring to be told that organized anti-Semitism 
is at a low ebb, as Isaiah Minkoff and others 
have predicted. Yet if this serves to lure us into 
a false sense of security, we are only blinding 
oursleves to reality. 


No one, least of all us, would care to deny 
that American civilization is unique, and that 
anti-Semitism has as little fertile ground in North 
America as it had in any country in history 
up until now. 


YET TO ARGUE from this that it can’t 
happen here is to deny reality. 

At a banquet honoring a bar mitzvah re- 
cently we were warned almost viciously by a 
non-Jewish friend close to the family, that the 
Protestants would have to unite if the coalition 
of Negroes, Jews and Catholis continue to dom- 
inate politics in the U.S. 


THE WARNING wasn’t lost on us despite 
the surroundings. 


The John Birch Society is not made up of 
a group of crackpots, but of stern-minded 
busiress men who largely feel the loss of their 
independence as the old image of economic free- 
dom disappears in our changing society. 


In conditions of turmoil such as these, Jews 
have usually suffered. 


IF THIS IS A pessimistic view, it still is 
a realistic one. No one in the Jewish community 
is set to run. Those who feel compressed by 
the trend of events, economic and international, 
may finally condone violence, as did the powers 
structure in Germany and elsewhere when they 
chose what they thought were the lesser of 
two evils. 


It serves no purpose to sit back quietly and 
repeat that the U. S. is different, that it can’t 
happen here, that if Jews and Negroes and Cath- 
olics are attacked, then there is safety in numbers. 


THE U. S. HAS WEATHERED worse storms. 
If the clouds overhead are overcast, that may 
arouse us to greater efforts, and the menace 
of World Communism and the risks of a changing 
domestic society may all work themsleves out 
as we emerge into the bright light of néw out- 
looks and a greater devotion to truth and free- 
dom. 


Another case is not so pointed, but shows 
the wide groundwork that has been laid, even 
among so-called friends of the Jews, by the anti- 
Semite. 


LAST WEEK WE GOT.A call from a man 
who introduced himself as a long-time (since 
high school) friend of a Jewish businesswoman. 
He was referred to me by her because of his 
interest in defeating federal aid to education. 


His position was the federal aid to schools 
was a Communit device ued by Washington to 
control our school system. 


WE ASKED HIM THE source of this and 
other statements, and when he quoted the Indi- 
anapolis Star’s views, we pressed further, al- 
though in a polite way, and inquired if he had 
sought verification from any other authority oth- 
er than the Star. 


He said no, but went on to argue that only 
the Jews, because they control the press and 
air waves, could stop Washington from taking 
over control of schools. 


THIS ASSERTION rang the tickler system 
in my brain, as it would in yours also, and we 
inquired as to what daily papers he knew that 
were Jewish-owned. He ducked that question too 
and bolstered his argument by the only way he 
could, by repeating that everyone knows that it’s 
true that the Jews control TV and the radio 
and press. 


This man obviously is no anti-Semite. He 
actually considers it legitimate that Jews, be- 
cause of their superior ability perhaps, had won 
control of communications in America. 


BUT IF A FRIEND of the Jews repeats a 
dangerous canard, then what about others who 
are fertile ground for anti-Semitism. 


We're not here pleading for Jews to man the 
ramparts, We’re only asnwering those who as- 
sert that all fears are unwarranted, and that 
the danger is past. If the Jews of the U. S. 
actually believed this, then the Joint Defense 


Appeal, would not be raising millions of dollars 
annually. 


In other words, we like to hear what wij 
Herberg has to say, but we’re not relaxing any, 
Herberg’s words of assurance notwithstanding 


THE UNION of American Hebrew Congre. 
gations has made a special award, the first of 
its kind, to Irving Spiegel, New York Times 
reporter who covers Jewish organizational af. 
fairs for his paper. ‘‘Pat,”’ as he is known af. 
fectionately, richly deserved the award, and the 
fact that a special luncheon was held at the 
Reform House of Living Judaism for the pres. 
entation adds to Pat’s recognition. 


This recalls the time years ago when The 
Post and, Opinion interviewed Times Publisher 
Sulzberger, whose son-in-law recently succeeded 
him. We asked him about the coverage of Jewish 
events by The Times, and he replied that this 
was routine and that there was no special re 
porter whom his paper sent to cover Jewish 
affairs. It was a matter of normal changing as. 
signments, he averred. At the time Pat already 
was The Times specialist on national Jewish 
organizations and regularly was the only other 
reporter present besides ourselves at their an- 
nual conventions. 


WHE NTHE JEWISH Theological Seminary 
of America gave similar recognition to the Jewish 
Chronicle of London, recnetly, we were told that 
an American Jewish newsgathering agency pro- 
tested vigorously on the grounds that it deserved 
recognition first. 


The enmity that might be aroused by making 
an award to an American newsgathering agency 
or an American Jewish editor is one that our 
national agencies evidently don’t want to risk, 
There is so much insecurity in the Jewish press 
of America, that singling out of one paper would 
bring on the jealousy of the others. 


WE THINK that situation is changing, and 
we can see where in the next few years men 
like Phil Slomovitz of the Jewish News or Bob 
Gamzey of the Intermountain Jewish News or 
Fred Shochet (or his editor Leo Mindlin) of the 
Jewish Floridian might well be honored in a way 
similar to the recognition just bestowed on Pat, 


IMMIGRATION INTO Israel has risen this 
year over the past several years, and present 
rate indicates that thousands more than the 
30,000 who were expected to enter the Jewish 
state in 1961 will reach its shores. 


Because there is little that is spectacular in 
this steady (3000 and more a month) rate of 
newcomers, the Jewish world is hardly reacting. 
Yet to those who know what each new family 
costs in transportation and equipment and hous- 
ing over a period of months and years before 
they become self sufficient, this is a terrible 
load. 


IF ALL THE 40,000 that no‘doubt will knock 
on israel’s doors were to come in in one or two 
months, this would arouse the Jewish communi- 
ties of the world to unprecendented (at least for 
the past few years) giving. But since they are 
coming in on a controlled basis, there are n0 
startling headlines. Consequently, instead of it 
creased giving many are curtailing their cot 
tributions in the belief that there is no great 
urgency. 


The Jewish community has stood up nobly 
to its obligations in regards to the United Jewish 
Appeal. It can be challenged on many counts, 
but the regularity with which the UJA has been 
able to hit $60-65 millions each year, is a test 
mony to the understanding of U. S. Jews of 
their obligations. 


BUT WHAT IS to be done now? 


How can the community be electrified, into 
an action that will provide the extra millions o 
dollars needed in view of the increased immr 
gration? 


WE RECOMMEND that the leadership of the 
Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds 
and the United Jewish Appeal begin immediate 
consultations on the needs. This will alert the 
Jewish communities across the country to

answer that will provide the funds. 
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Kibbutz Life Today Does Not Follow Original Collective Idea 


HAIFA — Israel's chronic inter- 
nal problem is the kibbutz. This 
sociological phenomenon, which 
has in the past played such an 
jmportant part in the creation of 
conditions eventually leading to 
the establishment of the State of 






Israel, con- 
tinues to under- 
go its own phil- 
osophical and 
spiritual stock- 
taking. The an- 
swer to the prob- 
lem has not yet 


been found. 
It is difficult 
to general- 


. ize about kib- 
Alpert butzim because 
they differ greatly one from the 
other. What is true of prosperous, 
veteran, well-established kibbutzim 
like Givat Brenner, Afikim or Yag- 
ur, does not apply to young, ex- 
posed, border settlements like Go- 
nen or Tel Katzer. Yet the revolu- 
tion which is sweeping the kibbutz 
movement affects all of them, to 
a greater or lesser degree. 

The kibbutz was created in a 
certain form, as an outgrowth of 
specific conditions.

Sharett went so far as to demand 
of American Zionists — last Oc- 
tober — that they bring about such 
a state of affairs where American 
Jews will know Hebrew in the 
Same way that the French - Ca- 
nadians know French. Such an ob- 
jective cannot be considered ser- 
lously, The French - Canadians 
speak French more extensively 
than the Jews in Israel speak 
Hebrew. Their daily language is 
not English, which they speak 
even less than the Israelis. It took 
three generations of exceptional 
labor by exceptionally dedicated 
men and women to bring Hebrew 
in Israel to its present state. There 
was no competition from another 
culture and there was — until 1939 
— the vast hinterland of Euro- 
pean Jewry, where the knowledge 
of Hebrew had been widespread 
for many generations. 

You don’t accomplish a difficult 
task by making it appear easy. It 
wil be a miracle if, twenty 
years from now, American Jews 
~e as much Hebrew as the 
rench - Canadians—or the Dutch, 
- the Swedes or the Israelis — 
how English. 

Do American Jews want their 
paildren to learn Hebrew?

How can 
one make them want it? Are the 
children interested? Are the meth-

There are many aspects of the 
challenge to kibbutz principles. 
One prime example is the prin- 
ciple that a kibbutz should not 
hire labor. The members must do 
their own work; self-labor is basic. 
The hiring of labor means ex- 
ploitation. But the realities of life 
made it impossible to maintain 
ths principle. Many kibbutzim have 
become large economic units, re- 
quiring outside help in order to 
exist. For example, the extreme 
left-wing kibbutzim of Hashomer 
Hatzair today operate some 35 
faciories wiih 2 working manpow- 
er of 1200, and an annual business 
turnover of 30 million Israel 
Pounds. Under these circumstan- 
ces it is impossible to avoid em- 
ployment of outside labor. The 
pretence of maintaining the prin- 
ciple is upheld, however, in the 
fact that the agricultural work is 
still done by members only. Other 
| kibbutzim have let the bar down 
in this area as well.

Since we are discussing a mat- 
ter which deals with Jewish sur- 
vival, we must observe two im- 
portant rules: Don’t discount mir- 
acles; don’t rely on statistics. Sub- 
ject to this reservation, let me pre- 
| sent my general conception: 

More Hebrew is being taught to 
children today than was the case 
twenty years ago, but fewer chil- 
dren learn it. There are fewer 
qualified teachers than there used 
to be and the currently used text- 
books are of extremely poor 
quality. There is confusion about 
the objectives of teaching Hebrew. 
Where the language is taught ex- 
tensively, it is not very important 
to distinguish between teaching it 
for religious purposes or for sec- 
ular purposes: a man who has 
learned enough Hebrew to under- 
stand Maimonides will have little 
difficulty in acquiring the modern 
vocabulary of Israel and in learn- 
ing to read a modern Hebrew 
publication — or vice versa. But 
a kid who has learned a set of 200 
or 300 words needed to translate 
some of the prayers, will not be 
able to follow a simple story about 
a boy on an Israeli farm and his 
dog — and vice versa. Most Jew- 
ish kids in America don’t learn 
more than a couple of hundred 
Hebrew words, anyway, while the 
teachers and the text-books (which 
of not much quality anyway) try 
to puruse both objectives at the 
same time. 

Some — but not all — day 
schools and daily Palmud Torahs 
are doing very well. In the higher 
institutions of learning there has 
been steady improvement. Hebrew 
camps like Massad and Ramah are 
doing excellent work. Students 
who go to Israel often return 
with a good knowledge of Hebrew. 
Here and there you find adult 
classes in circles you would not 
expect. 

It is still difficult to find a na- 
|tive-born American Jew, no mat- 
jter how much Hebrew he has 
learned, who reads Hebrew perio- 
idicals or Hebrew literature, unless 
|he is professionally interested (like 
}the rabbis).

ehevarding Mr. Alpert’s Latin- 
jzed Hebrew Alphabet you have 
certainly stated your case well 
and I am sure you have many 
other points in its favor as yet 
ynuttered. And let no one say that 
the State of Israel would disinte- 
grate if it lost the cultural strength 
jnherent in the traditional Hebrew 
alphabet. Israel has deeper 
roots than the shape of the He- 
prew characters. 

But there’s another side to the 
story. I do not believe that the 
technical and scientific defficul- 
ties of writing from right to left 
and using Arabic numbers from 
left to right are as great as you 
make them out to be. And surely 
in this age of advanced technolo- 
gy it should not be too difficult 
to develop a typewriter which 
could perform this bi-directional 
feat. 


Another great problem you pro- 
duce is the difficulty of master- 
ing the archaic Hebrew alphabet, 
but I cannot agree with you nor 
with Jabotinsky that this is any 
real obstacle. Has anyone made 
a study on a college level to de- 
termine just how difficult it is to 
master the Hebrew alphabet? I 
ean only give my opinion and 
that of others with whom I 
have discussed this question, and 
that is that a maximum of 3 days 
is all that is required for the av- 
erage person between the ages of 
8 and 80 to learn these simple 
characters. 

Truly the work of Ataturk in 
Turkey was an admirable advance 
for his country. Let us not how- 
ever forget certain great differ- 
ences between the problem of 
Turkey and that of Israel. The 
Arabic alphabet which had been 
in use in Turkey has many more 
difficulties in modern adaptation 
than Hebrew, such as its medial 
letters and its complete strange- 
ness to the western eye. But the 
biggest difference between the 
Turkish and the Israeli problem 
is that most of the Turks are in 
Turkey and can be told what to 
do and they must do it. But most 
of the Jews are not in Irael and 
you can’t tell them what to do. Un- 
til the time of the Messiah when 
most Jews will be in Israel it ap- 
pears that the need is too small, 
the obstacle too great to abandon 
the traditions of 2,500 years. There 
are as yet too many exiles who

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Reform Rabbis to Get Placement Machinery 


Discounts “Jewish Revival” 
Sees Personal Insecurity 


NEW YORK (P-O) — The old- 
est organized Rabbinic group — 
the organization of Reform rab- 
bis — got around last week to the 
matter of ‘‘rabbinical placement’’,

Calls for Linking Best of 
Reform, Hasidic Judaism 






NEW YORK (P-0) — The “Jew- 
ish revival’ is far less Jewish 
than many optimists may want to 
personally learn, for fear they 


may find their optimism is root- 
ed in personal insecurity. 


This was the view presented by 
Dr. Marshall Sklare, research di- 
rector of the American Jewish 
Committee. He was talking on 
“American Jews and American 
Jewish Life: Observations of a 
sociologist,’’ at the annual Central 
Conference of American Rabbis 
meeting here last week. 


Many optimists feel subcon- 
sciously that a pessimism about 
the future of Jewish life would be 
a direct slur on the state of de- 
mocracy in the U.S.A, — under 
whose aegis Judaism could not 
flourish, Sklare’s talk indicated. 
Many Zionists may not realize 
that when they are optimistic 
about the future of Judaism here 
it is because a pessimistic view 
would leave them without an an- 
swer to Ben-Gurion, who persis- 
tently demands their coming to 
live in Israel. 


“T judge that once the good 
Zionist decides to remain in the 
United States, he finds it extreme- 
ly difficult to view American 
Jewry  pessimistically,”’ Sklare 
said, ‘‘For, if American Jewry is 
found wanting, one validates, at 
least in part, Israeli criticism.’ 


“The Zionist fears that if he 
gives an inch,’ Sklare continued, 
“he will ultimately fall into the 
hands of Ben-Gurion, who, while 
not maintaining that to remain 
in America will necessarily mean 
the physical destruction of the 
Jew as classical Zionist theory 
would have it, states that it will 
‘only’ make the survival of the 
group impossible.”’ 


Thus, the U. S. Jew’s “positive 
thinking’ may be a ‘‘subconscious 
reaction against the slings and 
arrows aimed at the good Zion: 
ist by his Israeli haverim,’’ Sklare 
continued. 


As for Zionists’ ‘‘positive think- 
ing,’’ Sklare added, it ‘‘represents 


non-Zionists have no real cause 
for rejoicing at such a turn of 
events. Given his ‘independent’ 
stance, the Zionist is the ideal 
critic of the pattern of adjustment 
evolved in the American-Jewish 
community. If he abdicates the 
role, the critics may then have to 
be drawn predominantly from the 
ranks of alienated Jewish intel- 
lectuals who have no overriding 
emotions about Jewish survival, 
only repugnance at the gaucher- 
ies of American - Jewish life.” 


Golden as some would expect 
descendants of first - generation 
American Jews to paint Jewish 
life in America, Sklare thinks, just 


the opposite happens. Such Jews, 
particularly if they are intellec- 
tuals, experience ‘acculturation 
and hence heightened security... 
For them, acculturation produces 
a kind of alienation, and they fo- 
cus upon the blackness rather 
than the goldenness of America. 
Furthermore, the presence of a 
kind of unconscious Jewish eth- 
nocentrism serves to make their 
criticism of American Jewish 
life even sharper than their judg- 
ment of America as a whole...” 


Sklare also explored attitudes 
represented by support of various 
Jewish philanthropies. His conclu- 
sion: ‘‘Under present conditions we 
cannot assume that giving to a 
Jewish cause represents an un- 
ambiguous act of Jewish affirma- 
tion.’’ For instance, he attributes 
support of Brandeis University to 
“the drive of Jews toward secular | 
higher education, particularly in 
the Ivy League setting, and to-
